Third Opinion Against Shots Received in

WASHINGTON, June 23 (AP) 
—A panel of medical experts | 
voted 8 to 2 today in favor of 
continuing the present program 
of inoculating youngsters with 
the Salk polio vaccine. ' 

The vote was taken at a meet- | 
ing of the medical men before 
a House Commerce subcommit- 
tee. Four of the 14 panel mem-| 
bers declined to vote"? 

In addition to those present 
and voting, there was a letter 
from Dr. William McB. Ham- 
mon of the University of Pitts- 
burgh, who. was not present, 
favoririg a halt to the program. 
Counting it, the vote was 8 to 3. 

The controversial question | 
was raised by Dr. Albert Sabin 
of the Children’s Hospital Re- 
search Foundation, Cincinnati, 
who said the present vaccine is 
potentially too dangerous for 
use. | 
__ Among those present, Sabin | 
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drew support only from Dr. John, 
F. Enders of the Children’s Hos- | 


pital, Boston. 

Among those voting to keep 
the program going was Dr. 
James A Shannon, associate di- 
rector of the National Institutes 
of Health, Bethesda, Md., and Dr. 


Thomas Francis Jr., of the School 


of the Public Health of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, one of the 


leading forces in getting the 
Salk vaccine program under 
Way. 


Salk Declines to Vote. 

Dr. Jonas E. Salk, developer 
of the vaccine, elected to 
vote. He said he regarded him- 
self as an investigator and did 
not wish to get involved in the 
round table vote which was re- 
quested by Representative Wol- 
verton (Rep.), New Jersey. 

The vote has no legal or leg- 
islative effect. It amounts to an 
expression of the expert opin- 
ion the subcommittee sought in 
assembling the medical men for 
a round table discussion. , 

Dr. Sabin expressed the view 
yestermday that inoculations 
should be suspended and vac- 
cine manufacture halted until a

E should not ignore the fact that present-day international 
relations are marked by considerable tensions which are 
aggravated by propaganda for a new war.

Some countries have of late 
become the scene of an unprec- 
edented armaments race that 
lays on the masses of the people 
an enormous burden of mili- 
tary expenditure. Also in 
progress is the constant stock- 
piling of atomic and hydrogen 
weapons, and the dangerous 
consequences of this situation 
constitute a natural cause for 
public alarm. 

Large-scale construction . of 
military bases is going on in 
foreign territories. That these 
bases are being built up for 
purposes having nothing to do 
with defense can be deducted 
from the mere fact that they 
are to be found thousands of 
miles away from the countries 
constructing them. Can that be 
regarded with equanimity by 
the states in proximity to which 
the military bases are being 
built or, for that matter, by 
those on whose territories the 
bases are located?

At this point, mention 
should be made of the fact that 
between the Soviet Union and 
the German democratic repub- 
lic good relations were estab- 
lished at the very outset and 
that on the basis of these rela- 
tions political, economic and cul- 
tural co-operation is being con- 
stantly and ever more success- 
fully developed.

I was interested in reading that 
there had been a slight drop in crime 
in St. Louis according to the latest 
statistics. 

What interested me more than the 
comparative statistics themselves was 
the fact that there were Statistics 
available, presumably gathered by 
the St. Louis Police Department. I 
am quite sure that one would find it 
virtually impossible to collect any 
reliable crime statistics in St. Louis 
county for any month or any group 
of months. Why? 

Because the _ statisticians would 
have to drop in at some 96 city and 
village halls and wheedle whatever 
crime statistics were available from 
the locked drawer of the village mar- 
shal—that is if you could locate him. 

This wouldn't happen so much in 
the larger municipalities. Even so, 
in these bigger county cities you 
couldn't be sure that the crime fig- 
ures given you weren't “doctored” a 
bit. to make the local elected police 
chief look good. 

Then you would have to pick up 
crime reports for the large unincor- 
porated part of the county from the 
sheriff and highway patrol. Some- 
times these agencies both handle cer- 
tain crimes—it depends on circum- 
stances—so you would have to cross- 
check these reports for duplicates. 

Then, and only then, would your 
statistics gatherers have a picture of 
crime in the county. Not necessarily 
the correct picture, however. 

I think that as proof of my con- 
tentions here, you have only to note 
that there have never been in recent 
years any comprehensive crime sta- 
tistics for the county made public. 
No, because there have been none 
available. 

Possibly, Police Superintendent 
Albert DuBois will be able to im- 
prove on this pathetic situation. Per- 
haps not.

Somewhere sometime either on his New Eng- 


land trip or later President Eisenhower should: 


find a moment in which to thank the American 
voters for having taken control away from the 
Republicans in the Senate last November. What 
happened Wednesday ought to be enough to 
suggest how much better off Mr. Eisenhower 
is in the field of foreign affairs with the Demo- 
crats in the majority than he would be had his 
own party's Old Guard retained control of pow- 
erful Senate committees. 

The issue was the resolution of Senator Mc- 
Carthy to require the Eisenhower Administration 
to obtain a commitment from Russia in advance 
of the Big Four talks to discuss the question of 
Soviet satellites. It was obvious that the Wis- 
consin Republican had chosen the plight of the 
satellites—for which there is of course much 
sympathy in this country— with the hope of 
using it to embarrass the President and Secre- 
tarv of State Dulles on the eve of Geneva. 

Senator Green of Rhode Island, who is Acting 
Chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, was as stanch a backer of the White 
House's sound anti-resolution position as Chair- 
man George, who is ill, would have been. Sena- 
tor Green diagnosed the McCarthy maneuver 
correctly by saying that it would “scuttle the 
Big Four meeting before it begins.” He also 
was right in saying it also was “an expression 
of lack of confidence in the President and the 
Secretary of State.”

So far has Senator McCarthy's star set that 
every Republican on the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, except Senator Langer of 
North Dakota, voted to kill the hobbling reso- 
lution. But the Democrats soundly insisted on 
taking the McCarthy resolution to the floor for 
a roll call. as a demonstration of unity behind 
the President 

Thereupon theesForeign Relations Committee 
formally denounced the McCarthy tactic, 14 to 0. 
The Republicans who voted against the Wiscon- 
sin Senator were his state colleague Wiley, 
Smith of New Jersey, Hickenlooper of Iowa, 
Knowland of California, Aiken of Vermont and 
Capehart of Indiana. 

But the real measure of what embarrassment 
President Eisenhower was saved by the G.O.P. 
defeat last November came on the Senate floor. 
There Senator Knowland properly opposed a 
shifty attempt by Senator McCarthy to change 
his resolution at the last minute so as to save 
face, The Republican leader, who talked with 
the President earlier in the day said it would 
be a mistake “‘at this time.” 

7. ~ . 

Whereupon Senator McCarthy declared him- 
self “shocked” that the Republican leadership 
should take a position similar to that of the 
Democratic party which, he said, was “whining 
and whimpering over Communism.” This brought 
a heated, shouted rejoinder from Senator Know- 
land who took the “whining and whimpering” 
charge personally. Later Senator McCarthy tried 
to withdraw his resolution entirely, but in this 
he was quickly blocked by Senator Fulbright of 
Arkansas who, along with Democratic leader 
Lyndon Johnson of Texas, was determined to 
see a showdown on the issue. 

Finally at the close of the ugliest session of 
this Senate since it met in January, the vote 
came. The Wisconsin demagogue-was buried 
under an avalanche of Nays—77 to be exact. 
Only three Republicans voted with him—Jenner 
of Indiana, Malone of Nevada and Langer of 
North Dakota. What a contrast with a’ year ago 
when a majority of the Republicans stood by 
Senator McCarthy on the condemnation test. 
What a contrast with the bowing and scraping 
Republican support for McCarthy before the No- 
vember election when he and Jenner and other 
bitter-enders were still chairmen of powerful 
Senate committees. 

From this quick summary, it takes little imagi- 
nation to see what grave embarrassments would 
be President Eisenhower's lot in foreign affairs 
if the Republicans had not been freed*of the 
McCarthy domination through their 1954 defeat.

What Goes on at KETC? 

Something is wrong administratively at KETC. 
Anybody who reviews the record can see that, 
whether or not he knows anything about the 
operation of an educational television station. 

The latest evidence that all is not well is the 
resignation of ‘Shelby Storck, general manager, 
effective the end of June. This means that Mr. 
Storck is leaving after only 10 months with 
KETC and only six months as general manager. 
His resignation means that KETC will soon have 
its fifth manager in its still brief existence as a 
TV station. Charles FE. Guggenheim, Richard J. 
Goggin and Martin Quigley all served for short 
periods. All departed in, quick succession. 

KETC.cannot afford to go on in this continu- 
ously upset state. It deserves the opportunity 
to settle down, to work out its future and demon- 
strate fully what educational TV can do for a 
community of more than 1,500,000 people 

Primary responsibility rests with the St. Louis 
Educational Television Commission. Philip J. 
Hickey, acting chairman of the eommission, and 
his fellow members doubtless will take stock 
of themselves as well as the station personnel 
to find out what is wrong. For something is 
sadly out of joint in what shows signs of becom- 
ing a notable community asset notwithstanding 
the lamentable handicaps under which it has 
been operating. 
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Resisting the Tax Commission 

Council Chairman Singer's recommendation 
for dealing with St. Louis county’s approaching 
assessment crisis can best be understood in light 
of the do-nothing record ,of the responsible 
county official, Assessor Phil G. Deuser. 

Mr. Singer's position is that the county ought 
to resist any effort by the State Tax Commission 
to order an increase in real estate valuations 
this year. The reason is clear enough. County 
assessments are in such sad shape that it is im- 
possible to comply with the commission's order 
except by a blanket increase that would treat 
many taxpayers unfairly. 

Assessor Deuser knew as far back as last 
December that the Tax Commission was going 
to act, but he lifted not a finger to bring even 
some semblance of equity to his province. If it 
is now too late to do anything so far as this 
year’s tax bills are concerned, as county officials 
claim, it must be remembered that nothing was 
done while there was still time to do it. 

The Tax Commission operates under a consti- 
tutional mandate to equalize assessments as be- 
tween counties. Since it already has concluded 
that property valuations in St. Louis county are 
substantially below the average of the state, it 
is duty-bound to increase them. If the county 
resists, the courts will decide what shall be done. 

Whatever the courts say, the answer to the 
county’s basic problem is to reassess every par- 
cel of property. This is what the Council, acting 
on the recommendation of a committee headed 


by Mr. Singer, proposes to do. The difficulty 
is that it will be at,least a year before the job 
is finished. Consequently it will be that long 
before the county will be in position to lift its 
valuations without burdening one taxpayer at 
the expense of another. 

No matter what happens in court, the Council 
must push ahead with its reassessment plan so 
that by next year the county will have nothing 
to fear from the Commission. The sooner the 
parcel-by-parcel revaluation is begun the better. 
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Molotov Bids for the Initiative 

Soviet Foreign Minister Molotov’s speech at 
the United Nations celebration differed in an 
important respect from most. of the others. It 
was specific. In addition to expressing a gen- 
eralized desire for peace, he dealt with many 
of the specific controversies that stand in the 
way of peace, and called for specific settlements 
to ease the tensions which everybody agrees, in 
a general way, should be eased. 

Several of Molotov’s proposed moves, such 
as the “dismantling” of overseas bases and the 
prohibition of “war propaganda,” were instantly 
recognizable as old propaganda _retreads, 
wheeled out for a new run. Others, such as his 
claiming Formosa for Communist China, were 
obviously posies tossed to a loyal friend rather 
than serious proposals for mutually acceptable 
agreements. 

Yet when these parts of his speech have been 
discounted, there remains an impressive residue 
which will surely find a favorable response 
among many peoples of the world—and which, 
therefore, it would be folly for the West to un- 
derestimate. 

When Molotov asks for deeds of peace instead 
of words, he occupies strong ground. When he 
says that the Soviet Union has now aecepted a 
large part of the West’s disarmament plan, and 
that it is up to the West to make the next move, 
he occupies strong ground. When he calls for 
the withdrawal of occupation troops from Ger- 
many, and for United Nations recognition of the 
fact that the Peiping Communists govern China, 
he is taking a position that enjoys wide support 
in many parts of the world and especially in 
Asia. 

On balance, the Molotov speech was an effec- 
tive bid to maintain the peace initiative for 
Moscow—to picture Moscow as the idealistic 
champion of .peace, and the West as reluctant 
cynics. 

The picture is patently false, but unfortunately 
the West ‘too often neglects opportunities to 
prove that falsity. Was it really a triumph, for 
example, to succeed in suppressing Molotov’s 
move for a peace resolution at San Francisco? 
Or did we not simply play into his hands by 
opposing a declaration, on the absurd ground 
that there would be no need to ease tensions 
at Geneva if tensions had previously been eased 
at San Francisco? 

There is only one way for the West to get off 
the anti-peace spot which the Soviet Union has 
contrived for it. The West needs a ‘‘peace offen- 
sive” of its own—in the sense of a carefully 
thought out, positive, just and specific program 
for the settlement of outstanding controversies. 
Only that kind of program, at the Geneva con- 
ference, will restore the peace initiative where 
it ought to be-—in the hands of the West. 
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Instability in Italy 

Premier Scelba's tender of his resignation 
leaves Italy without a solution for the grave 
problem that brought about his Government’s 
fall. That problem is the widening division of 
the Christian Democratic party into three sec- 
tions. 

It seems reasonable to expect that President 
Gronchi will designate someone from his left- 
wing faction of the party to succeed Scelba. 
Whoever that may be, he will be faced with the 
continuing problem of putting the party together 
at least well enough for it to serve as the basis 
for responsible government. 

To that limited extent Italy’s problem is not 
totally unfamiliar to students of current United 


States politics. 


President Gronchi hopes by leaning toward 
Pietro Nenni’s fellow-traveling Socialists to draw 
them away from the Italian Communists. Pal- 
miro Togliatti, the leader of the Communists, 
undoubtedly will have his hopes also. 

He called Gronchi’s election last April a “‘sud- 
den, clamorous repulse” of Scelba and his poli- 
cies. In this new situation he can hardly be 
expected to overlook any opportunity to use the 
Socialists as a means of pulling the left-wing 
Christian Democrats into the Communist orbit 
as well.. 

In order to be able to work with others, the 
Christian Democrats—like our own two major 
parties in this country—need to learn more than 
they have learned thus far about working to- 
gether among themselves. 
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Growing Danger in South Viet Nam 

Although Premier Ngo Dinh Diem’s nationalist 
army apparently has routed and removed the re- 
bellious Hoa Hao religious sect troops as a 
danger, the situation in South Viet Nam remains 
one to alarm the free world. For the overhang- 
ing shadow of the Communist Vietminh in the 
north grows more ominous as the time ap- 
proaches for the general elections in 1956 on 
whether North and South Viet Nam are to unite 
or remain separate. 

The clouds are so black because South Viet 
Nam is accomplishing little against the same 
Communist tactics which played a major part 
in winning North Viet Nam. Gordon Walker re- 
ports in the Christian Science Monitor that 
skilled Communist agents are winning over the 
rural areas. The honeyed promise and the deadly 
threat are used as the occasion demands. 

Premier Diem, who has shown little initiative 
until lately, seems unable to extend his influence 
much beyond Saigon. Yet Diem has a wonder- 
ful chance to score heavily now by simply mak- 
ing good on the promise to resettle 800,000 
refugees from the north who eagerly await land 
to farm. It is small wonder there are persistent 
reports to the effect that if the general elections 
were held now the rural areas would vote Com- 
munist. ; 

President Eisenhower warned Diem last fall 
that he expected American aid to be accom- 
panied by governmental reforms. There is little 
evidence that Diem has followed through. Unless 
something is done to fill the political vacuum, 
help the distressed and erect barriers against 
Communist infiltration another vital area of 
Southeast Asia is going to drift behind the Bam- 
boo Curtain.

Though it is true that the high hopes 
of 1945 are still far from realization, 
there is just cause for celebration. 


For whatever else it has failed to do, 
the U.N. has stopped some wars and 
prevented others. 


And it has scored striking successes 
in collective action around the world 
against the age-old problems of human 
ignorance, poverty, hunger and disease. 


The U.N. has not achieved the millen- 
nium of peace. 

But it has provided the machinery and 
the atmosphere conducive to preserving 
world peace. The U.N, was still wet 
behind the ears when an Iranian dele- 
gate in 1946 formally complained to it 
that Russia had violated its pledge. to 
remove Soviet troops from Iran—and it 
is not to be forgotten that, in bowing to 
world opinion as mobilized by the U.N. 
then, Moscow has never again permitted 
its own troops to be found illegally sta- 
tioned anywhere. 

It was this evidence of Soviet reac- 
tion to firmness that inspired the suc- 
cessful gamble of the Truman Doctrine 
in Greece and Turkey that quickly led 
to creation of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization and the policy and posture 
of Western strength, tested alike in the 
Berlin blockade and in Korea and in 
less war-like but ominous situations, 
which to this day is generally credited 
with staving off World War III. 

Success has not been constant or un- 
mixed, but the U.N. machinery for 
peaceful methods of discussion and 
negotiation did help to prevent disaster 
in Iran, Palestine, Greece, Kashmir and 
Berlin,

Over the long run, there is reason 
to hope that continuing identification 
of individual national interests with the 
collective interest of U.N. majority, and 
the persistent efforts of member states 
using the U.N.:to make the two coin- 
cide, may produce a new sense of world 
community.

STILL THE RICE GROWS GREEN, by Joha C,;

In the controversy over the Chjang. 
Kai-shek regime, this book tries to makg 
the case for the Nationalist cause. Cald- 
well argues that the Nationalist gov- 
ernment has accomplished many re 
forms which are usually overlooked in 
this country and that the new shape of 
Formosa is an indication of what would 
happen in China if Chiang should ever 
return to the mainland victoriously. 

Among those accomplishments, ac- 
cording to Caldwell, is a land reform 
under which the rentals charged by 
Formosa’s landlords have been reduced 
from an average of 55 per cent of the 
annual yield of the principal crop to 
a maximum 37.5 per cent.

long after it was felt 
by many of his friends that 
the time had come for a 
change. When he did make 
the deal with Durocher as 
Ott’s replacement, Mel re- 
mained in the organization, 
and it was at least partly 
through the Giant's good of- 
fices that he was offered an 
oppurtunity to manage Oak- 
land in the Pacific Coast 
League. 

Stoneham would stand up 
fust as stoutly for Durocher, 
under whom the Giants won 
two pennants and one World 
Series.

“It'll require just about two 
more knocking stories about 
Durocher,” remarked Tom 
Meany, who is soundly versed 
in Stonehom lore, ‘‘and Horace 
will give Leo a three-year con- 
tract.” 

A day or two later, with the 
Giants showing no improve- 
ment, Durocher was signed on 
for two years. That contract 
expires with this season.

T SEEMS at this time alto- 
gether unlikely that Stone- 
ham is entertaining any 
thought of firing Durocher on 
his own initiative, even 
though he is deeply disap- 
pointed with his team’s per- 
formance this season. But 
if Leo should choose to go for 
another job it should be re- 
peated that there is reason to 
believe that he may—it would 
offer a graceful out for every- 
body.

These are qualities that ap- 
peal to industrial tycoons like 
Busch, who inherited a rookie 
manager in Ed Stanky when 
he bought the club and has 
another now who lacks expe- 
rience in the majors. If Walk- 
er received any assurances 
regarding the future when he 
succeeded to Stanky’s job, no 
such announcement was made.

IN A MATTER OF DAYS they were winging across the 
Atlantic. Neither had ever been to Europe. Barry Andrew 
was left with grandparents, Switzerland was getting closer 
all the time, and the baby-formula counter of their neigh- 
borhood grocery seemed a long way back. 

Their entry had been chosen from among 8000 St. Louis 
entries—to this day they don’t recall the exact wording 
because contest headquarters-didn’t publish it, the idea being 
to avoid argument with disgruntled losers who might feel 
their prose was of a deeper glow.

She's Fulfilling a Schoolgirl Ambition 


Ruth Millett Prophesied She'd Become Newspaper Woman—Now Writes Column for 450 Papers |

EVERAL years ago Ruth Mil- 
S et was going through some 

amily souvenirs her mother 
had saved for her and came 
across her high school class 
prophecy. The prophecy foresaw 
Ruth as a famous newspaper re- 
porter, and since the prophecy 
was written by Ruth Millett, it 
is not too surprising that it 
came close to the truth. Not a 
reporter for one newspaper but 
a syndicated columnist for 450, 
including the Post-Dispatch, 
Ruth has been fulfilling her 
girlhood ambition for the past 
18 years. 

She has long been our favor- 
ite columnist—even, we must 
confess, when she appeared in 
an opposition newspaper—and 
we are happy to report to her 
other fans that she is even more 
charming in person than in 
print. Attractive, reddish haired, 
and trim of figure, Ruth Millett 
comes from Austin, Tex., and 
has the kind of personality that 
radiates warmth plus one of 
those soft voices in which the 
words melt together like butter 
and honey on a waffle. Here in 
St. Louis for the Theta Sigma 
Phi (honorary organization for 
women in journalism) conven- 
tion, she spoke at the newspaper 
banquet on Monday night. When 
she’d finished she was encircled 
by admiring editorial page sages 
and star-struck college young- 
sters alike. 

“What’s Worrying Women” 
was her topic and it’s.a subject 
that worries her. She receives 
quite an insight into women’s 
worries from letters readers 
write and she makes it clear 
that she doesn’t agree with 
those who think that “any 
American woman who worries, 
lucky as she is, is just neuro- 
tic.” 

“I think women today do have 
worries and they’re different 
problems than the ones they 
used to have,” she told us. 
“They're different from her 
problems during the war years 
for instance. Then the aver- 
age woman had only one prob- 
lem and it was a simple one. 
All she wanted to do was get 
that man back and he was going 
to be perfect and she would be 
perfect for him.”

OW she finds there are four 
N kinds of problems reflected 

over and over again in col- 
umn mail. 

“One big problem,” she enum- 
erates, “is that of the wife who 
works, who doesn’t need to work 
but can’t turn loose of her job 
because she doesn’t know how 
to get out of the groove. Per- 
haps she started working when 
her husband was in school or 
getting started in business. Now 
they’ve both gotten used to the 
double income standard and 
when she broaches the subject 
of quitting she finds he’s not 
too enthusiastic about it. It’s 
a new problem but one that’s 
been increasing in the last 10 
years. 

“‘A second worry is that of the 
full time housewife who's hit 
middle years and no longer feels 
as necessary as she once did. 
Perhaps her husband needed her 
once and he'll need her again 
in their later years but now his 
life is shared by other men. 
When he has a business prob- 
lem, he takes it to a man, When 
he gets away to relax, he goes 
on a hunting or fishing trip. 
And she has a real problem. 

“Another problem is that of 
the woman on whose shoulders 
has fallen the burden of caring 
for aging parents. Men have 
that problem too, financially, 
but it’s the woman who must 
handle the living arrangements 
and the clash between person- 
alities.” 

The fourth big problem among 
womien today, Ruth Millett ad- 
mits is one that’s been artificial- 
ly created by those who write 
for women and who, consciously 
or unconsciously have created 
impossibly high standards to 
which the average woman can- 
not measure up. 

“She’s an avid reader and 
tryer-outer of beauty routines 
and yet she doesn’t seem to look 
much different,” Ruth Millett 
points out. “She puts on fresh 
lipstick and ‘tries to put ro- 
mance into her marriage’ when 
her husband comes home at 
night but very often he only 
wants to know ‘what's for din- 
ner.’ She reads the books on 
child psychology and yet she 
still yells at the children and 
she feels guilty about it. She's 
been told the work has been 
taken out of housework and 
wonders why she’s so tired at 
night. 

“‘Most women are trying very 
hard today and I think the only 
way in which they’re failing is 
in trying to do too much and 
losing sight of their main goals 
in life.” 

Like this writer, Ruth Millett 
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was greatly impressed with Anne 
Lindbergh’s book, “Gifts from 
the Sea,” which dealt with the 
search of today’s woman for a 
perspective on life. 

“It impressed me that a wom- 
an of her stature is faced with 
the same problems as little Mrs. 
Jones of any small town,” she 
Says. 

One reason that Ruth Millett 
can speak and write so sym- 
pathetically and ‘understanding- 
ly of women’s problems is that 
her life as a woman comes be- 
fore her life as a writer. The 
wife of an orthopedic surgeon, 
Dr. Frederick Lowry, and moth- 
er of 13-year-old twins, Lynne 
and Pete, she fits her career 
around the lives of her family. 


As that high school prophecy 
indicated, it’s a career she'd al- 
ways hoped to have, and an am- 
bition she might be said to have 
inherited. Her father, Ralph 
Millett was associate editor of 


the Memphis Press-Scimitar and 
wrote editorials up to and in- 
cluding the day he died, at age 
76—iast November.

BROTHER, Ralph Jr. is 
A news editor for the Knox- 
ville News-Sentinel, and she 
herself attended the University 
of Iowa and studied journalism 
with newspaper work in mind.

As a wife and mother, Ruth 
Millett Lowry finds that her col- 
umns are influenced by her fam- 
ily and that now she is taking 
much more of an interest in 
teen-age problems. She decries 
people who tell mothers “the 
next year will be worse” and 
thinks that adolescence is the 
most fascinating time of all. 

As a woman, she finds she has 
only one major problem and it's 
not that popular conception of 
what to do with those mythical 
liberated leisure hours. 

“It seems I never have enough 
time,” she sighs, “to do all the 
things I'd like to do.”

Advice on Hanging Pictures 


FOLLOW THE

ICTURES should be hung 
P low, to create a definite feel- 

ing of their belonging to the 
furniture below them. They 
should be hung close enough to 
the piece of furniture so they 
appear to be supported by it, 
and are with it a complete unit. 

This is the basic advice you 
need before hanging any picture, 
and especially before tackling 
the job of grouping a number of 
pictures. Follow the furniture, 
and the picture hanging is right.

PERHAPS the commonest of 
all room faults is that pictures 
hang too high, so that the com- 
position they could make with 
anything below them flies apart.

FURNITURE FOR GOOD PICTURE GROUPING.

FIRST of all, lay the pictures 
on the floor in front of the fur- 
niture they're to look down on 
and experiment with ideas of ar- 
rangement. Then cut paper pat- 
terns the sizes of all the pic- 
tures—and of other wall deco- 
rations, too, if they’re to be used. 
Pin the patterns to a papered 
wall or Scotch tape them to a 
painted wall. Rearrange until the 
composition is right—and make 
certain that they’re low énough 
and widespread enough for the 
furniture. Then make faint pen- 
cil marks to guide actual hang- 
ing. 

Yes, pictures sometimes hang 
well where there’s no furniture 


below them. The proportion of | 


the wall space is then the guide. 
For a long narrow wall area, for 
example, plan a grouping that 
takes a long, narrow shape.
